KT.roKTs were kii triiiontly iitrue and. eicitjjijt 
to pique curiosity It was not simply nhaaltu^ 
a most nondeni rijit jjamo, but wading through 
waters, desicndino- gulliea by means of trees, 
and Muling; mountain sides, we irmrle a dis- 
c-mint fur the love of exoneration, resolved 
to ro. The atari om to be mucin early, and. 
ocrnrdinirlj-, we were bcTimen mounted and 
foltowinfr, n bush road tlnoiifth an Lntii(ro scrub 
—an tlitK description of country in designated 
from the prevalence of that plant. Leanrig the 
summit ol the mountains we pursued our way 
down a spiiilliroiipjb n heavily wooded country; 
cincc or twice cdtcliinc; a glimpse of the cultiva- 
tion in tlit? comparative!)- low lands nlong the 
Colo Road. Onward, through a ramnrinn 
forest, and over a green sward, till the deep- 
sunken island creek occasioned us to dismount 
ami lead our horses down a narrow, rocky 
bridle-way, which might more properly be called 
a flight of rude euiis, at tho fool of which 
flowed a clear stream overhung with myitis and 
tree ferns: a beautiful spot indeed, rich in 
leaves and creepers. tVc mounted to cross the 
creek, and took a precipitate path winding 
along the edge of n ravine up the 
eppoaite mountain ; the horses, accustomed to 
aueh localities, scrambled quickly on. but 
one of the prvrty being mounted upon i steed 
with imperfect night, nearly led to a eeriuus 
aocidenl. The animal lost its fooling, and 
lolled over the narrow path, down asleep decline 
towards the creek, its rider happily sprang from 
iti back an it fell, and a tree checking her pro- 
gress the mare lay still in her perilous situation 
as if aware thai to struggle would be to precipi- 
tate herself Into the water below. The tortu- 
osity of the path had carried all the party out or 
sight: but the repeated " cooeyii" of our com- 
panion recalled oar guide to hi* assistance 
and the little adventure terminated without any 
of those- consequences which it had threatened. 

We were now on Big Island ; the island?, we 
must explain in a parenthesis, receive their 
name from being surrounded and divided by 
numerous streams. Again, fins forest oiks 
shaded us till we emerged upon a barren tract 
which had the appearance of being occasionally 
inundated ; this was densely clothed In a ectub, 
the top nt which reached about to our shoulders, 
and Dot unfroQuently some straggling branch 
Brushed ita sharp leave* against our feces, as 
we followtd the cattle track. After awhile 
glimpse* of distant blue mountains were dis- 
cerned between the tree items, and then there 
broke upon our enraptured gaze a fin* wild (rap 
ofgorgcinthe range. Atif to heighten the eflerci 
the points of the mountains swelled upwards 
and ended with an almost perpendicular cliff, 
through which flows Big Whceny. Between 
these mountains, in the distance rose the cone 
of Mount Tomah, A short ride brought us to 
the edge uf the pulley through which this stream 
flows, and full in view of the striking object 
already mentioned, lie fore us rose high moun- 
tains clothed in dense forests, behind, and 
stretching along our side of the gulley was a 
heavy growth of trees anil brush interspersed by 
masse* of sandstone; below gurgled tho un- 
seeti water a, and the clear notes of birds 
ro«e up to greet us, A reinforce- 
ment indiscriminate])' designated " the 
"■ Kurrajongcts " and "f-olo chaps" were to 
make the opposite heights and apprise us of 
their pie sence by firing. In fact the csact 
lecalt of the foxes was unknown to our guide, the 
" Colo chaps," having discovered and described 
the " Cotnp '* as occupying several acres and 
being composed of many thousand foxes, ex- 
pectation was on the stretch. Our steed* were 
secured to trees to await our return from the 
chase, and our companions, after viinly firing 
btgnal guns and meeting n» reply, expended 
tlieii superfluous strength in delaciiing huga 
matiscs of sandstone andhvirling them down the 
glen, where, making aullen echoes, they sunk 
to the bottom. The reverberations caused by 
the tiring was very grand. 

We were above the " second black pond," 
but our guide, conceiving theiden that the ''first 
black pond" must have been tlie spot indicated 
Tor the rencounter, we mounted and rode round 
to another rocky wooded point, joined on the 
way by a fellow sportsman, and bis three sons, 
Wo now mustered nine, but only two had fire- 
unnB, the others, like ourselves, were mere 
lookers-on. Again the horses were tied up, 
and wo pursued our way on foot. Tho dis- 
tance already travelled we computed to be 
about eight mile?. The descent was to steep 
as to make us civile willing to ignore the 
thoughts of the return. We found ourselves at 
the bottom, just within a cvl-it-mr, which 
seemed to be oddly excavated, as it were, in the 
nide of the mountain. A few cabbie 
trees grew Uere. Presently wc stood on the 
banks ui the "first block poni," a beautiful 
elbow-shoped piece of water, the haunt of black 
perch ami duck* : (lie wooded mountains rose 
Mbruplly from its edge, and to our right the 
ringe was surmounted by a fine mass of sand- 
stone nearly black, excepting; in places where 
the outer surface had given way and fallen in 
great boulders to its foot. Looking up or down 
the creek our entranced eyes met a scene 
equally cnchanting,-"-vvatcr. blue distant moun- 
tain forests;, luxuriant vegetation, indeed all the 
accessories of a perfect picture enlivened by the 
hunting party and a dozen flying ducks, 
Hy the aid of an overhanging tree and stepping. 
K tones we crossed the creek, and set off down 
ita left bank at a racing pace, urged on by the 
thoughts of the foxes uhead, and the fear of 
losing our guides, for he of the three sons 
was now constituted head guide by the right of 
having been there often, duck shooting, gather- 
ing cabbagetrcc for haw. \c. The limits of our 
article forbid even a cursory glance at the vege- 
table treasures which greeted us, our vocabu- 
lary curtailed itself Into the oft repeated 
exclamation of, "la not it beautiful," in- 
discrimiiiately applied to ferns, Ireea, creepers, 
■eerier}*, and crystal waters tumbling over 
rock*. The 'shooting of a fine fat 
duck checked onr headlong career for 
n few minutes, and was supposed to uwake 
a responsive report which led to the belief that 
" the others " were not far distant ; indeed, the 
sight of trees almost denuded of foliage seemed 
to indicate the vicinity of the foxes. 

A beautifid gully, bearing its tributary waters 
into the main stream, was the habitit of two 
species of tree ferns newto us ; in one the pro- 
minent feature was its short bulky stem, and 
nnserrsted leaves; in the other the slender 
proportions of its trunk. From the rocks and 
trees hung fie slagshorn fern, and another, the 
trends of which were sword-shaped, intensely 
green, and placed in » circle. 
A second gully and stream was believed, to be 
the site of the habitation of the fjime, and also 
to contain the other sportsmen. Signal guns 
were again tired and voices raised in cooeyi, 
which after a wlule met a return, and finally 
upwards of a dogea men presented themselves. 
Intending to encamp there all night, some had 
lolled blankets swung over tlicr shoulders, 
others displayed the gaudy linings of their re- 
versed and folded coxts, one had thrown his 
saddle begs across his shoulders, and another n 



large canvas bag of provision. ; indeed, had 
Ihcy dressed as brigands in some stage effect 
they could not have chosen the colours and 
"trappings" better. The foxes, however, 
■ere nut in the gully; the persons who had 
discovered them bud fired upon them 
and put them to (light. Our first guide looked 
as if he believed himself hoaxed, we eyed the 
" liush ropes," the various creepers, palms, 
ferns, and "green wood trees," and felt we 
were icpaid for the fatigue already encoun- 
tered. 

A council of war was called, and it was de- 
cided to return up the stream, and ascend to 
"tho second black pond. " ubove which we had 
first struck the gully ; and in obedience with 
lliia decree, we struggled again through vines, 
over rocks, leaping streams, creeping beneath 
fallen trees, and otherwise pursuing our 
difficult march to the margin of Big 
Wbeenej, up which we proceeded to trie 
firal-mentioned tributary ; here a hall was called 
fur luncheon, when the olfactory nerves of the 
initiated proclaimed the proximity of the foxes. 
The three boys rushed up the gulley, and pre- 
sently bom forth shouts of triumph ; some scep- 
ticism obtaining among the majority we awaited 
the upshot. "Those boys would fool any one," 
pronounced our guide; » if it waa a sensible 

old fellow like g , I'd go," when the report 

of a gun, followed by a chorus of cries, shriek*, 
buffetting of wings, Sac., sufficiently put doubts 
to ft I i ght ; and upwcallw«nt,ourguide,afinein- 
telligeat specimen of the Kurrajongers, treating 
far n suspension of hostilities till we had 
sketched the "camp;" however, the halt was 
but partial, but what a tight 1 literally thou- 
sands of these great hats on tho wing, 
gyrating round high tree tops, ever and 
anon settling and suspending them- 
selves tiy their bind feet, then fired among, and 
rising into the air in tho uumwt state of con- 
sternation, yet nit forsaking the accustomed 
roosts, the chirpiiur, clucking and buBetung or 
the whole ; the cries of the wounded, the report 
of firearms, and. shouts of men in that dense 
copse-rood combined to make a scone rarely 
equalled for wildnesa and interest. 

The wounded animals rarely fell from the 
bough* and displayed a great tenacity of life. 
Many were killed ; but as the men declared it 
*» useless to think of exterminating auek 
myriads, though long after we had retraced 
our steps to the abruptly forsaken luncheon, 
and after partaking of that, up the creek the 
party who were to bivouac there continued to 
Ere ; it was current, indeed, that between sixty 
and seventy pounds of shot were carried to the 
field. 

After the long ateep scramble to the summit 
of the mountain we found two of our horses had 
escaped, no light matter after a five miles' walk 
through such a country. Fortunately they were 
overtaken within a mile or two ; and without any 
further misadventure we retraced our steps, 
ig*. pigeon by tho way. 
lould have been made of 
a black snake shot in the morning, the only 
obnoxious reptile soon. Tracts of the lyre bird 
and kangaroo were frequent in the gully, but 
our noisy movements effectually put them to 
flight.

Iluring thin, 
interral many English navigators *fW Cook 
vititcd New Ketiuid, and they pro, 
fcused to take pobieition of il U the 
name of Ureal llrituin. How (mt .uesunap. 
liiHis of poEsemricm arc valid in international 
taw we thai! not enquire : hut Uwre can bt na 
question that, nhutever value they may poiieei 
belcrigil tt> the ilriiish Crown. From ] ftiS to 
I93A many eii'orUi were made in Kagland to 
induce that Bntitrb Uorernrnont to aaeurrte 
f ovctcifrnly over New Zealand, and in conae- 
ijucnce aevcral ucbi ware perfomttd which ntioined 
to imply Ihut soveraigney. 

The Brilieli tiovwnmcnt, however, declined 
11 a exprOBB avowal, and in many public act*, 
rcctigniiiid the independaniit of tbe New 
7*nlnntl chiefs. In 183S, the mtpect of tbdngi 
cluuiged. Alter many ErtglLiL compeniai tud 
nllciiaptgd tu coLonieo Mete Zealand, 
there watt formed one fur inure rich' end 
powerful ih in the rent. Thit wu 
the New Zealand Cotmpftny, Hoatetainf 
great capita!, it waa en n bled to send ont t 
cunifderable number of colt, nil in. la tsuie, 
]^rd Dt nii.tM , ta Preiident of the Company, 
demanded form ally of the British Miitiscrj 
to take poaoojsion of New Zealand by 
establishing a colonial Oowrnment. At length 
jbtr vtaa done, and in July, 1S39, a comniwdivn 
from the tj: hit appointed a Lnstittnaniv- 
Qoyernor of the lerritoriet whioh had been 
afCLulred, taVkfthiiib thou Id be acqnirad is New 
Zealand. In August following, Captain Hoataw 
waa named Licutonant-fJoveraor, and wu ap- 
pointed to treat with tho aboriiruial chiefs, to 
proclaim the aovereignty lo the Engliih UoTerg. 
ment. 

This wu not, however, until after much 
delay and debate. From the very formation ef 
lite New Zealand Company, by which cetera! 
other as s otis; kins were abearlwd, it entered 
upon a career of coaulict with Ike 
Ministry, which waa at firat groaUv averse to 
thit coloniaation. Independent of official tn*. 
lion, the com party propoaed to purchase tracts 
of land, tu lay out settlement*:, and gndtially to 
result those lands according to tha value 
besiowed upon them in immigration. Mr. 
LAitorjcinnaK wee howtjver direoted by Lord 
NqnaiArfBr, the Secretary of State, to inform 
Mr. Hi -i t, one of the leading aupporteri of 
thia schema, "that the Qoyernrnent had learned 
for the fir.t time that a body of her Majesty's 
eitbjecta are atom to pioeeed to New Zealand 
to purchase large tracts of land there, and to 
peLtablish a iytttcm of Government independent 
of tho iiilhdrlty of tho British Crown." lie 
added that it was impossible his lordship should 
do any act which would be comtmed into e 
direct or indirect agnation of such a proiieeding. 
While tho Governrhent uitimad ihu attitude., 
there could of courie he no colonial letgislitiou 
having the sanctbn of British law. 

l"he company therefore adopted an estra- 
ordinftryand cetiAinly illegal etep. A docu- 
ment was prepared which intending colonist* 
were expected to sign, and by which they bound 
themaelve* to submit to an ndrninlitraeioii of 
justice according to the laws of England, both 
in civil nntJ criminal cases. Tltey alao engaged 
lo form a military amy for mutual defence. 
This being announced in the public prints. Lord 
JutiN HtiMELL, who had btocrme Bccretaiy of 
State, demanded a copy to submit to tha Law 
OfficcTs of the Crown. Much fencing took place 
between the Colanial Office ud tht Company 
on the subject. The latter offered to afford 
any personal explanation that bis Lordship 
might demand, but they pxredved in hit 
■propopilion a threat of legal pro- 
ceeding!, and therefore withheld Ihe document. 
It dues appear an extraordinary fact that a num- 
ber of British gentlemen could tuppoee them- 
selves entitled to erect tribiinals, and inflict 
punishment by any other authority than that 
of the O.i- i r. v It was the duty, therefore, 
. of the ~ 



it to warn all psraons against 
the consequences of such voluntary justice, 
i which, however cautious and equitable it might 
be, had one of the worst characteristics «f Lynch 
law — namely, thai it was without legal aulhe* 
rity, and imtvprmjible to any power known la 
Hie Crown. 

There can be no doubt that thcue dedstre 
steps of the Company imluctd die Oovernmeat 
lo rcconoider its position; and thus, after the 
vcrLtels conveying the tint eniigTaati had Bailed,

Tho establishment 
of the hcm iuI fxllkmenls of tho si* provinces 
look place in the following order. Colonel 
Wa*hii i n sailed in Mar. 18S9, and 664 per- 
sons h.ll.iwcd in ficplember of the same year, In 
five vei-scli, and lint* constituted the first iti- 
hatiilantH of Wdtinglon. Auckland waa 
fcnnd«l in 1N10, by her Mejoly'n Gorexa- 
mcnt. En (lie sumo year New Plymouth, 
in the Northern Island. •» established 
by the I'^monlli Company of New Zealand, 
which in the year folio* infc merges! into file 
JTew Kcnli.iid Company. Nelson, in tin middle 
island yea* colonised by the New Zealand Com- 
pany ilmntgh Captain Arthur WaKitriaT.n 
in 18*11. Olnpo was established by Captnin 
Vii.mii CaKfltht in lfi-iT ; and Canterbury 
ill 1S5U by Mr. Host HI (Join t and the Can- 
terbury Association. 

Considering nil the circumstances of the cane, 
the propria* of these colonies must be deemed 
fulisfartorv. Not only has the New Zealand 
Company recovered it* capital and re- 
deemed that kind of enterprise from 
the odium of utter anproflt«blenB?e, but 
ihere are (ufflcient evidence! that the New 
V.inlind colonies will lake a high plnotj both m 
communities arid u customers of England. 
There are now upwards of 60,000 inhabitant*. 
Their exports amount to nearly £ 30U,QtKJ, and 
their imparl a arc nearly £1,900,000. When 
we consider lhal colonisation baa not been 
active for more than twenty yearn, there U 
certainly every reason to assure ourselves tint 
oar enterprising fellow-countrymen hate 
found not only a salubrious, but also a fertile 
and prosperous home. 

To the New Zealand Company we probably 
owe the possession of these territories ; or, at 
all events, their possession without dispute. 
1 he movement wai only just in time- The 
Ptench Government bad given distinct eneour- 
Element to the occupation of one of the island* 
of New Zealand — not, it la true, of very great 
extent, but ncmtbeless likely to involve great 
political and social difficulties. This Island Was 
Intended to form a station, from which the con- 
victs of France wr/old diflb.se themselves crvsr 
the adjacent territories, Snbseqitontty a similar 
preposition wn» nude by Lord Qwe.x, The 
natives of New Zealand as well at tbje 
-colonists united with one voice in denracating 
tnia appropriation of so fair a land. Thin- 
bad in the pant history' of their country, suffi- 
cient evidence of the disastrous power which a 
few bad men can eieiciie when in the audit 
of a native population. 

The New Zealand Company rnubbed snd 
thwarted in every direction on its first progress 
had, however, connected with it men of great 
parliamentary influence, and whose steady 
perHEverance secured justice front the Ministry 
as well as an acknowledgasent of their services 
by Ihe British Parliament. 

In a report which we liave before us of the 
winding up of the iflkbrs of the Company, a 
touching tribute is paid to the memory of those 
v. ho laboured in the causo, and who have aiaraj 
euitted the scene of human turmoil and glory- 
Some of these arc conspicuous names : lord 
j>imiiu. Lord 1'etbx, Lord Aoliomit, 
Cnani.ES BrUEI, Wni.tAM Moi.jtswourn, 
and several other* are familiar to 

the pal .lie. Edwahd fit s> Wiij. 

>iLi.i) turvived several of hi* brethren 
whose ashes now repose in tlie count!)' 
which h e and they did oo much to colonise. One 
of them, it will be remembered, fell in a combat 
with the natives. On Ihe merits of this conflict 
ertit differences of opinion wore onterlainul. 
Iht New Zealand Company, hdwever, had m. 
doubt upon tin subject, and tlicf devoted a 
e tun of money to the ereelioa of a monument 
which, while it commemorates those who fell u> 
] 843, will be of some utility as a lighthouse. 

The colonisation of New Zealand b one nf 
lhal series of movements to give homes to the 
enler prising hut struggling poor, which have 
been productive of resiSta ao great and glorion*. 
Host of our readers know something 
of the Rev. John BitnturB : that re- 
mat hub le man, whose life is described 
by Cjiblyle in a work as remarkable. He 
waa the son of the Bthliko whose thunder 
first made the London TWi famous. This 
idghtninded and generous young man, in 
union ivith Mr. Willuh Huti, a gentle- 
man to whom colonisation is deeply indebted, 
struck with the condition of the people ant! the 
alarming effects of the poor-law,— applied him- 
eelf to tho remedying of these evils by means 
of self-supporting emigration. Tim 
grand idea was that the sale of land should 
furnish the means of removing people 
to- its possession, and although, at the present 
moment, this scheme Is denounced by many who 
owe to it all (Asy have, or are IDwly to possess, 
it waa the means of convoying to the colonies 
several hundreds of thousands of people. So 
far, however, waa the public mind from sjnv 
jMthieiog with this movement, that most of 
those who professed to espouse the popiilaa- 
auio did their utmost to discourage and con., 
demn it. " It it a ptopasition," said Ml 
Snni,i:a, "which requires the surrender 
lip beat feelings of the heart, 
tramples on the dearest ties of our 
nature." h 11 is a tystcm,'' said Mr. Hun, op 
the soma ocoeaian, "mischievous in its immi 
diate results, and fatal in its ultimate 
sequences," It is in this spirit almost 
movement calculated to promote the happine: 
of mankind is met. We arc so accustomed i 
trace similar opposition that we might assume It 
to bo a law of nature that everything coi 
uncled and low should array itself instinctively i 
opposition to every tiling that may advance tl* 
welfare of the race. This in probably 
necessary to purify an enterprise ns 
well t* coned its abberations. It r*h 
quirts vrtrs — often ages, to render cort- 
apiciioua tho truth and justice of an idea, which 
lie world received with shouts of derision, anil 
which, before it can be a vigorous iirbnapfc 
must, too often, receive U„ baptism of Wood. I 
Among the most conspicuous of those who 
have served their country and promoted the 
welfare of mankind, lite name of Mr. Williak 
Hvtt will oeeur to the remembrance oT 
many colonuits. There are other met 
who have been accustomed to occupy 
a wider theatre— who, having (he gift of elo- 
quence in its higher forms naturally appear 
foremost in every wordy war. Thi* gentleman, 
however, with steady md persevering aM, bat 
devoted himself to the promotion of colonial 
interests in all their various fortunes. It 
is satisfactory when success has finally crowned 
the efforts of the company with which he had 
teen more especially ruaociated, to see how 
highly lhay have, appreciated his unwearied 
labours, and with what grateful recollection* 
they confide to him the last formal steps no- 
ceswry to the fiDui dissolution of that company, 
whose name will be (Treat in history, and if 
whOFe members many will be mentioned aa 
among ihe bcnofaitor,, of mankind.

Tux present position of the slavery question in 
America uhews tho inevitable effect of nourish- 
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ing a great national crime in causing a degene- 
racy of public morality and national character, 
years ago slavery was acknowledged to be an 
evil, in the south as well sa in the north. 
Statesmen of all parties admitted that it ought 
to be confined as much a* pomible, and pre- 
vented from spreading, and that its final elimi- 
nation should be steadily aimed at. But they 
pleaded for time on tho ground that the evil 
was a legacy left ihem by the mother country, 
that vast interests were complicated with it, and 
that any hidden measures of abolition would 
create social and commercial confusion. Yet 
the lapse of time so far from leading to 
the grnitusl extirpation of the evil, bat 
exhibited il in vaster proportions, and 
possessed of a more Formidable share of power. 
11 has grown ao strong that its supporters hare 
altered their tone with respect to it. They now 
claim for it permanence as nn institution of the 
country, they repudiate the charge of ila im- 
propriety or inhumanity, they defend it on 
principle, as well as justify its expediency in 
practice. 

The condition of Jamaica is often pointed to 
hy the advocates of tlaverv as a sample of the 
folly of emancipation. The effect of it, it 1* 
said, was to ruin the island, from which ruin 
it has never recovered. It may he admitted, 
with the light of experience aioc* gained, that 
the process of emancipation might, perhaps, 
have been more skilfully conducted, though the 
depressed condition or Jamaica is not ail to be 
ascribed to the abolition of slavery. Something 
was due tD improvident management and absentee 
ownership, and something bo the fictitious ap- 
pear sn ce of prosperity produced by the opera, 
tion of differential duties. Bat the United 
Stales may be pointed to aa an example or how 
much greater the mischief of nursing the 
disease of slavery, than the mischief of rudely 
getting rid of it. There, the infection has 
poisoned the life-blood of the community, de- 
moralised the public sentiment, and made the 
process of cure more violent snd distressing 
lhan had been ever anticipated. 

For years past the disposition, to tolerate and 
encourage slavery has been gaining ground in 
America. The Instincts of freedom have had 
to give way time after lime. The line of the 
Missouri Compromise, north of which slavery 
was not to he established, waa erased, and the 
"institution" waa left to bo possible every- 
where, subject only to the will of each separate 
State, tod Under no restraint from fedtra! law. 
The fugitive slave law recanted the doctrine 
that a free soil made a free man, and compelled 
runaways to travel as far aa the Canadian fron- 
tier before they could be safe from pursuit. A 
■ t-etst j -:td trial liecis ton Iias- confirmed the doc- 
trine that a alaveowaersaay tske his " property" 
to all parts of the Union, territories as well a* 
organised States, and be protected by 
ihe law in the quiet enjoyment of 
that "property. "* And the P 
in his .annual Message, specially alludes 
to ihe - I til ub I en ess of such a doctrine. The 
effect of it, however, ia t* diffuse the visible 
srendel of slaveirfrom one end of the Uniontothc 
other, to allowof the contamination of young ter- 
ritories before they arc ripe for ailmiaston to 
the Union, and even to make It possible 
for a ftce State * to take a retrograde 
step, and hy admitting shivery once 
more within its bosom, to incur the danger of 
becoming enamoured of it,

Nothing 
sould more strikingly show how easy it ia to be 
voluble about the axioms of liberty, and yet to 
he utlerl y destitute of ita aentimerit, All mm 
are bom free and equal, yet when the doctrine 
comes to be practically applied, it turns out that 
black men ought not to be free, not even if they 
have achieved their freedom, majstouch M the 
blceeingH of Government are the exclusive 
right of tho white man! The national 
munifesto, which is read with such ceremony 
on every anniversnry of the fourth of July, 
is evidently ten comprehensive for the national 
sentiment, and ought fe be revised or annotated, 
out of deference to ihe convictions of the 
South. It advocates a docmrine of humanirv 
which is not that whUk guide- the federal 
pobcy either at heme or abroad, and ia there- 
fore inconsistent and out of place in a national 
profession of faith. The defence of the pa- 
triot a or ihe last age miiftt take lower ground ;

If there » any Itult lo be fhuod wilb what has 
slreidy be^t dons, il ia thst tbe natrvci have not psid 
more attantiim to ihe culture of the mil, and turned 
ituito of their attention to revising the produce of 
their Wind. For yeti. pi they have tcatcoly had 
sufficient produeu to .uoply theu- own wants, and tbii 
Us prevented that trading Inlerroune which would 
hsve provided tktm with the tneli snd utensil, or 
civilised life, anil thus they art dependent on the 
mi»i(ir>iries for every ankle of that description which 
they obtsin. Although the natives are deicribed as 
l»|jij( very Indolent, yet the wuik they lure already 
dene .hows that titer are vapablc of iuiprdveinent ; 
and we have nol iho adighte.t iltiubt that if Ihey 
vi-ere eueouiiujed thty would, year by year, increase 
their products, and bv to doing incisatd their medai 
trf ohtSLnirtg other eomfeiu. 

At present they onaeMt cocotnutn, binsnu, ji.to-, 
tain, potatoet, nuriu'.rane, raaial, tnd irrowroot. 
The latter is cultivated to n very small eitrnt; n 
little list ber-u prepared frrf ro,trltet, and diapoierl oj' ,tt 
a mnuntiative rate, and we hope to hear thut larger 

rmiitii-s will sooit be-miwd ; For we eatuiot csmealvs 
t s missionary fullila hip task sartefactoruy by 
uaihlng ii'ligion only— he muetabo leach eiviliiation 
and the comforts to be enjoyed by making use of its 
arts nnd uicutila.
